"NEW YOUK, July H.-Oeorge M. Pull 
man arrived in the city Friday morn 
in<j and Friday evening gave out i 
statement to the public. Mr. Pullman 
Bays: 
"The leaders ot the disorder hav 


not hesitated to harrass the public by 
all means in their power, because, a 
they say, the Pullman Co. would not 
submit to arbitration, and now that dis- 
order seems to be quelled they are re-in- 
forced in their clamor for arbitration 
by some prominent newspapers, but, 
as far as I know, but very few if any 
business men In the country. 


"What is the demand concealed un- 


der the innocently sounding word arbi- 
tration?" 
"A little more than a year ago the 


car shops at Pullman wero in a moat 
prosperous condition; work was plenty, 
wages were high and the condition of 
the. employes was indicated by the fact 
that the local savings bank had in sav- 
ings deposits nearly S700.0OO, nearly all 
of. which was the property of the em- 
ployes. 
"Our pay rolls show an average 


caving of over 8700 per annum for every 
man, woman or youth on the roll. 
Then came the great panic and depres- 
sion of last summer. 
Many customers 


stopped negotiations and canceled or- 
ders, and our working force- had to be 
diminished from nearly six thousand 
to about two thousand in November, 
1893.

' 'The great business depression exist- 


ing throughout the country had nat- 
urally resulted in a wage depression, 
and the only hope of getting orders 
was by bidding for work as low or 
lower than could be made by other 
shops, and this, of course, necessitated 
a reduction in the wages of the em- 
ployes at Pullman.

Nothing remains now but "the 
last sad rites," and these will consist 
of the withdrawal of troops within sev- 
eral days, the regular resumption of 
freight and passenger trains, and a 
normal condition of things generally 
in Chicago and elsewhere- 


All this was foreshadowed Thursday 


night, when the Federation of Trades 
declined to jump helter-skelter into the 
fray.

Surplus Western Horses. 


What to do -with surplus horses Is 


proving a rather perplexing- problem 
in the northwest. It Is estimated that 
in eastern Washington, Oregon, Mon- 
tana, Nevada and Idaho there arc two 
million head of half-breed horses for 
which, no market can be found- Tho 
prices brought at auction sales are so 
low that there is no profit In raising- 
the animals. . A few dollars will now 
boy a good mustang in that part of the! 
country. Meanwhile the stock run- 
ning wild on the big ranches goes on 
increasing ont of all proportion to the 
demand. The cause of tho depression 
in the horse, trade is largely the em- 
ployment . of electricity as a motive 
power in every part of the country, 
and no market can bo assured in the 
future except for horses with a thor- 
oughbred strain. In tbem. It Is now 
proposed literally to kill off by thou- 
sands the mongrel herds of the north- 
west and convert" them into fertilizing 
and similar compounds. "With this end 
in view a company has been organized 
at Portland, Ore., and a Bite for the 
abattoir has "been secured! It is pro- 
posed by the in corporators to bring all 
the horses purchased to their abatr 
toirs and there kill them by a pain- 
less method. The flesh will then be 
rendered of all Its fat, and the residue, 
with the bones and hoofs, will be made 
into a fertilizer. The hides, that have 
always a market value, will be careful- 
ly removed and salted, the hair being 
shaved oS, and, with .the mane and 
tail, used for the stuffing-of mattresses 
and upholstery work. 


THE census reports show that there 


has been a large increase in the manu- 
facture of eilk in the United States 
during the last ten years. The rnanu- 
faetnro of silk began in this country 
during 1850 and the census of 1860 
showed a product valued at 80,607,771. 
In 1870 it had doubled; in 1880 it had

"There came wise 


men" (Greek, Magi, sages). Original- 
ly a class of priests among the Persians 
and Jledes, who formed the king's 
privy council, and who cultivated as- 
trology, medicine and occult natural 
science. They are frequently referred 
to by ancient anthers. 
Herodotua 


speaks of them as a priestly caste of 
the Medes, and as interpreters of 
dreams- Afterwards the term was ap- 
plied to all eastern philosophers.— 
Schaff. They are men of ranis and 
wealth and learning from the far east, 
representatives of all that is best in the 
old civilizations of the world.—Sadler. 
Daniel became president of suoh an or- 
der in Babylon (Dan. 2:4S). The Gos- 
pel does not tell how many in number 
these wise men were, but tradition has 
made them three, from the number of 
their gifts, and represents them as 
kings—"three kinga of tho Orient." 
Bedc, indeed, is able to tell us that 
Melcher was an old man, with long 
white hair and a sweeping beard, and 
that he gave the gold as to a king; that 
Caspar was a beardless youth, with a 
rudd3f face, and that he presented the 
frankincense as a gift worthy of God; 
•while Halthasar was a swarthy, strong- 
bearded man, and gave tho myrrh for 
the burial. "Prom tho cast:" Here in 
the plural, referring to the eastern re- 
gions, probably Persia, since tho Magi 
were the priestly caste of the Zoroas- 
trlan religion, the religion of Persia, 
and hence were riot idolaters, but wor- 
shipers of the one God under the em- 
blem of fire. -

addition to the Second Presbyterian 
church, recently decided upon by the 
trnstces.

Tliis new addition to the structure 


will make it one of the prettiest and 
finest houses of worship in this sec- 
tion.
